it is true, that Arifotle doth there feem to doubt 
whether there be any fuch thing as one Man 
naturally.a Lord over many Citizens, fice a 
City confifts of Equals : But in the whole Scope 
of his Writings, he fully fhews his Doubt did 
not arife from an Imagisation that one Man 
could naturally inherit a Right of Dominion 
over many not defcended from him 3 or that 
they were born under a Neceffity of béing 
Slaves to him, for fuch Fancies can proceed 
only from diftempered Brains ; but that Civi 
Societies aiming at the public Good, thofe who 
by Nature were endowed with fuch Virtues or 
Talents as were moft beneficial to them, ought 
to be preierred. 

If-the Nature of Man be Reafon, detur dig- 
mori, in matters of this kind, is the Voice of 
Nature 5 and it were not only a Deviation from 
Reafon, but a moft defperate and mifchievous 
Madnefs, for a Company going to the Indies, 
to give the guidance of their Ship to the Son 
of the beft Pilot in the World, if he want the 
Skill required to that Employment, or to one 
who was malicioufly fet to deftroy them 3 and 
he only can have a Right grounded upon the 
Dictates of Nature, to be advanced to the 
Helm, who beft knows how to govern it, and 
has given the beft Teftimonies of his I..tegrity 
and Intentions to employ his Skill for the Good 
of thofe that are embarked. But as the Work 
of a Magiftrate, efpecially if he be .the Su- 
preme, is the higheft, noblefl, and moft diffi 
cult that can be commitied to the Charge of a 
Man, a more excellent Virtue is required in 
the Perfon who is t6 be advanced to it, than 
for any other 3 and he that is moft excellent in 
that Virtue is reafonably and naturally to be 
preferred before any ‘other. 

Ariflotle, fo far from favouring our Au- 
thor’s aljilute Monarch, is fo bold to fay, 
** That a popular Government is the beft for 
*© a People, who are naturally generous and 
warlike: That the Government of a Few 
fuits beft with thofe, among whom a few 
Men are found to excel others in thofe Vir- 
tues, that are profitable to Societies 3 and 
that the Government of One is good, when 
that One doth fo far furpals all others in chofe 
Virtues, that he hath more of them thaa all 
the reft of the People together :” And for 
the fame Reafon that induced him.to believe 
that Equality is juft among Equals, he con- 
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“eae _ "7 Hewho were fubjeét cothem, This appears 
"y want no other Patron than God himfelf 
this Word fo fully juftifies what we contend 
» that it were not neceffary to make Ule of 
man Authority, if our Adverfaries did not 
“ge Us to examine fuch as are cited by them. 
He* Cites the 16th Chapter of the third Book 
Arifotle’s Politics, and J do not find there is 
“¢than 125; or tho’ the Wound might be 
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plainly. in Scripture, that the Affertors ot Li- | 


cludes Inequality of Power to be moft unjutt, 
unlefs chere be Inequality of Merit ; ana Equa- 
lity of Power to be fo alfo, when there 1s In- 
equality of Virtue, that being the only Rule 
by which every Man’s Part ought to be segu- 
lated. 

It is not neceffary for me to inquire, whether 
‘it be poffible to find fach a Man as Aritotle 
calls Naturd regem, or whe her he intended to 
recommend J/exander to the World, for the 
Man defigned by God and Nature to be King 
over all, becaufe no Man was equal to him in 
the Virtues that were beneficial to all. For, 
purfuing my potion, That Virtue only can 














give a juft and natural Preference, I ingenuoufly 
contefs, that when fuch a Man, or Race of 
Men, as he delcribes, fhali appear in the 
World, they carry the true Marks of Sove- 
reignty upon o.cm; We oughr to believe, 
iat God has raifed them above all, whom he 
has made to excel all, It were an impious 
Folly co think of reducing him to the ordinary 
Level of Mankind, whom God has placed 
above it. It were better for us to be guided by 
hirn, than to follow our own Judgment 3 nay, 
I could almo# fay, it were better to ferve fuch 
a Matter than to be Bui this will be no- 
thing to the Purpote, ’all fuch a Man. or Suc- 
Celiion of Men, do appeer; and if our Author 
would perfuade us, that ail Mankind, or every 
Particular, is obliged to a perpetual Subj-ction 
to on¢ Man or Family, upon any other Condi- 
tion, he mutt do it by the Credit of thofe who 
favour his Defign more than Ariffotle. 

I know not who they will be, but am con- 
fident they will find no Help from Plato: For 
it his Principles be examined, by which a 
grave Author’s Senfe is beft comprehended, it 
will appear, that all his Books of Laws and a 
Commonwealth, are chiefly grounded upon 
this,* hat ‘* Magiftrates are chofen by Societies 
‘© fcekine their own Good ; and that the beft 
** Men ought to be cliofen for the attaining it. 
He firft fays, ** That this Good confilts in the 
** obtaining of Juflice :” But farther explain- 
ing himielt, he fhews, ** That uncer the Name 
** of Juftice he comprehends al! that tends to 
their Perfection and Felicity ; inafmuch, as 
every People, by joining in a Civil Society, 
and creating Magiftrates, do feck their own 
Good 5 and it is juft, that he or they who 
are created, fhould, to the utmoft of their 
Power, accomplifh the End of their Crea- 
tion, and lead the People to Juftice, without 
which there is neither Perfection nor Hap- 
pinefs: That the proper Act of Juttice is 
to give to every one his Due; to Man that 
which belongs to Man, and to God that 
which is Gou’s. But as no Man can be jutt, 
or defire to be fo, unlefs he know that Juttice 
is good ; nor know that it is good, unlefs 
he know that original Juftice and Goodnefs 
through which all that is juft is juft, and all 
that is good is good,, it is impoffivle for any 
Man to perform the Part of a good Magil- 
trate, unlefs he has the Knowlege of God ; 
or co bring a People to Juftice, unlefs he 
bring them to the Knowlege of God, who 
is the Root of all Juftice and Goodnefs.” If 
Plato therefore deferve Credit, he only can duly 
perform the Part of a good Magiftrate, whote 
moral Virtues are ripened and heightened by a 
Superinduction of divine Knowlege, P/ato 
looks upon this as the only worthy Object of 
Mun’s Defire and in his Laws and Politics he 
intends not to teach us how to ereét Manufac- 
tures, and to enereafe Trade or Riches ; but 
how Magiftrates may be helpful to Nations in 
the Manner beforementioned, and confequemly 
what Men are fit to be Magiftrates,

A few days fince Mr. John Hinton, Bookfeller, 
in Newgate-ftreet, was married to the reli€t of Mr. 
Stephen Auftea, late an eminent bookfeller in the 
faid ftreet, an accomplifhed lady with a great for- 
tune. 

Thurfday Evans, Efg; one of the young 
gentlemen belonging to Weftminfter fchool, going 
into the Thames at Chelfea to bathe himfelf, was 
unfortunately drowned. 

On Sunday morning between ten and eleven, the 
horfes in a coach at Crayford, from London, being 
as is fuppofed, ftung by the flies, fuddenly kicked 
up their Heels, broke the footboard, and threw the 
coachman from the box, who was much bruifed by 
the fall. They then ran away with the coach, in 
which were three womena man andachild; & be- 
fore they were ftopped, one of the women had her 
arm broke in two places, and the child was thrown 

againft the coach glafs, and miferably cut: A fur- 
geon was fent for, who took proper care of them, 
and the company returned in a landeau to London. 

Col. Edgworth, who was lately confined by the 
order of the lords of the regency, at a madhoufe at 
Chelica, has made his efcape ; great enquiry is mak- 
ing after him, which as yet has, we hear, proved 
unfuccefsful. 

Wednefday three waggon loads of money and va- 
luable effets, belonging to Capt. Jafper, &c. of the 
Prince Henry Man of War, lately arrived trom Ja- 
maica, come t> town to be lodged in the Bank. The 
captain has brought over with him the fineft collec- 
tion of birds, and wild animals that ever was feen in 
England. 

‘We have advice from Jamaica, that commodore

in order to make reprifals (pon the Spaniards for the 
many veilels unlawtully taken by them from the En 
glith, was returned without any fuccefs.
